IN THE TEXT DRAFT, WE FEAR THAT IT WILL NOT ALWAYS BE 
POSSIBLE TO AWAIT CLEARANCE BY L BEFORE DISCUSSION AND 
ADOPTION OF SUCH CHANGES. REQUEST MORE FLEXIBILITY TO 
OVERCOME THE OBVIOUS DIFFICULTY IN COMMUNICATION. PLEASE 
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ADVISE ASAP. 

5. GENERAL DEBATED CONCLUDED TODAY AT NOON AFTER HEARING 
REMARKS BY SWITZERLAND, BELGIUM, FRANCE, THE U.S., POLAND 
AND NORTH KOREA. THE LATTER REFERRED TO DESTRUCTIONS OF 
THEIR CULTURAL SITES AND MONUMENTS BY "JAPANESE INVADERS" 

AND "AMERICAN AGRESSORS AND THEIR PUPPETS". U.S. DEL DID 
NOT REPLY BUT WILL RAISE THIS POINT AT THE BUREAU MEETING 
TONIGHT.
